Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The limitation "light diode" was discussed in claims 39 and 56. 
Specifically, applicant's disclosure (page 5 and 6) was discussed to demonstrate the differences between a broadband 
light diode and a broadband halogen source to dispute the Examiner's assertion that these broadband sources are 
functional equivalents in the art. From this discussion it appears that claims 39 and 56 overcome the previous rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) with Steenhoek (4,917,495). However, further consideration of Steenhoek and further search is 
necessary. Claims 53, 55, 57, 64-66 were also discussed to further demonstrate how a broadband light diode 
distinguishes itself from a broadband halogen source..

Claim 39- (Previously presented) h device for making 
quantified determinations of the quality of a surface, 
comprising: 

a light diode aligned at a first predetermined angle to the 
surface, said light diode emitting an emitted light at the 
surface, said emitted light having a light intensity over the 
entire visible spectral range; 

a photo sensor aligned at a second predetermined angle to 
the surface, said photo sensor generating a signal based on a 
reflected light from the surface;
